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BROADCAST MEDIA 


Introduction 

All access to the venue for broadcast media (TVs and Radios) will be or¬ 
ganised according to the different tiers of partnership (Host Broadcaster, 
Rights Holders, Non-Rights Holders). Accreditation respectively access to the 
venues of the event will only be granted after the rights are cleared with UCI 
media rights agencies EBU respectively IMG. 

Filming 

The rights for continuous filming of the event are restricted to the authorized 
parties. Filming for broadcast (including online) may only take place by writ¬ 
ten permission of UCI. Please refer to the broadcast contact details. 

General access and restrictions 

TV 2 Norway in its role as Host Broadcaster will be wearing grey bibs, and that 
will allow them access to all areas in order to ensure a first-class television 
signal at European Broadcasting Union's standard. 

TV 2's team in its role as Host Broadcaster (and not as uni-lateral Norwegian 
Rights Holder) is therefore the only audio-visual media allowed to access the 
finish line / on the road during the event. 

All other media will be recognisable with other bibs and will have access to 
the Mixed Zone as described above. Please note that a special access card is 
required in addition to the bib to access any dedicated position of the Mixed 
Zone. 

As per previous years, all riders will be conducted through the Mixed Zone, 
with the exception of the top three riders, who will be retained for the Host 
Broadcaster flash interview / award ceremonies, before being brought back 
to the Mixed Zone afterwards. 
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Mixed Zone 


The Mixed Zone is a covered area where accredited media can conduct inter¬ 
views with athletes immediately after they finish their race. Separate, alloca¬ 
ted areas for Rights Holders, Non-Rights Holders and Written 

Press will be set up in the Mixed Zone. As per previous years, all riders will be 
conducted through the Mixed Zone, with the exception of the top three ri¬ 
ders, who will be retained for the award ceremonies / Host Broadcaster flash 
interview, before being brought back to the Zone afterwards. 

The main Mixed Zone will be located in Festplassen, in Bergen city centre, 
except for the Men Elite Individual Time Trial event, on Wednesday 20 of 
September, where a special Mixed Zone will be set up at the summit of 
Mount Floyen (see Mount Floyen section for more information). 




Access to Media Centre 

All UCI media partners' TV crews and their camera operators are allowed 
to access the Media Centre for the edit and the upload of videos. However, 
for logistic reasons, we kindly request that they do not to occupy the centre 
space when not needed. 

Also lunch or any other meals should not be taken at the work place in the 
Media Centre. 
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ACCOMMODATION 


There are four media hotels, located in downtown Bergen within 500 
metres from the finish area, the Media Centre and the TV Compound at 
Grieghallen, thus limiting the internal transportation needs.

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MEDIA OPERATIONS FOR MEN ELITE 
TIME TRIAL ON MOUNT FL0YEN 


BACKGROUND 

The Men Elite Time Trial is scheduled for Wednesday 20th September, from 
13:05 to 17:25. The event will finish overlooking the city of Bergen with the 
climb up Mount Floyen - a 3.4km slope providing a stunning backdrop for a 
race that is expected to be one of the highlights of the 2017 UCI Road World 
Championships. Given the limited space along the final part of the route 
and at the finish, special arrangements have been made for members of the 
media. They, as with everyone present, are requested to strictly adhere to the 
instructions on occupying, and moving between, positions both during and 
after the race. The successful organisation of this event, which will draw a 
large and enthusiastic crowd to Mount Floyen, depends on everyone. 

ACCESS TO MOUNT FLOYEN 
BY FUNICULAR 

With no vehicle access to Mount Floyen, access to the summit will be by funi¬ 
cular. A shuttle system, starting at the Media Centre, will take members of 
the media to the foot of the funicular. A permanent priority queue is planned 
for those people accredited for the World Championships. The funicular can 
carry 100 people, the journey takes around 6 minutes, and one leaves every 6 
minutes. The funicular goes straight to the summit. 

ON FOOT 

Members of the media will be able to reach the finish by climbing Mount 
Floyen on foot. No four-wheeled vehicles will have access to the 3.4 km route 
leading to the summit. The only permitted vehicles will be those belonging 
to the police, commissaires, teams and medical personnel. Travel on foot 
may only take place between waves of riders: this means five windows of 
opportunity lasting around 20 minutes each. All instructions issued by the 
organisers' security staff must be followed, and failure to do so may result in 
the organisers and the UCI issuing penalties, including exclusion from the 
Championships. Photographers will have access to dedicated zones along 
the route, separated from the public. Movement between these zones will be 
subject to the same security regulations, for both climbing and descending 
Mount Floyen, for as long as the race is ongoing. 
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LEAVING MOUNT FL0YEN 

The medal ceremony will take place in Torgallmenningen, in the city centre, 
which is the location for all of the Championships' official ceremonies. The 
medal ceremony for the Men Elite Time Trial is scheduled for 20 minutes 
after the top three riders leave Mount Floyen. Members of the media wish¬ 
ing to attend the ceremony may use two priority funiculars for riders, team 
personnel, officials, chaperones, and guests, after which the funicular service 
will return to normal. A shuttle service will operate between the foot of the 
funicular and the podium. Members of the media situated on the course 
may use these shuttles; they must however come back down on time if they 
wish to benefit from the priority transportation system. 

FINISH LINE 

Only the official Host Broadcaster wearing grey bibs and a pool of pho¬ 
tographers, wearing red bibs, are entitled to be on the finish line. Other pho¬ 
tographers (yellow bibs) will use a platform located to the left of the riders 
when facing the direction of the race. Access to the platform will be via the 
diversion around Mount Floyen. 

HOT SEAT 

An area for photographers, separated from the public, will be installed in 
front of the Hot Seat. For photographers wearing yellow bibs, access to this 
area will be via the diversion around Mount Floyen. For photographers wea¬ 
ring red bibs, access will be via the finish line. 

MIXED ZONE 

Once the new UCI World Champion and the second- and third-placed riders 
leave the Hot Seat, they will enter the mixed zone where they will meet 
members of the media in accordance with a strict timescale, before then mo¬ 
ving to the official ceremony. Given the time constraints, all members of the 
media are requested to respect the instructions given by the organisational 
staff accompanying the three podium-placed riders. Priority will be given to 
members of the rights holding media from these riders' countries. In order 
not to interfere with the TV cameras angles, photographers are not allowed 
to enter the mixed zone.

COMMISSION REPRESENTATIVES 



Athletes and recently-retired athletes in the sport of road who wish to serve on 
the UCI Athletes' Commission can now submit applications to the Union Cycliste 
Internationale (UCI). 

In line with the new voting system introduced this year to increase the number of members on 
the UCI Athletes' Commission, applications are now open to candidates from the road discipli¬ 
ne. Elections for the two road representatives - one man and one woman - will be held during 
the 2017 UCI Road World Championships taking place in Bergen (NOR) from September 17 to 24. 

Under the new voting system, not only will the number of athletes on the UCI Athletes' Commis¬ 
sion increase, but there will be men-women parity across all disciplines. All representatives on 
the Commission will be elected for a term of four years, from the 2017 UCI Congress to the 2021 
UCI Congress. To be eligible, candidates must be currently active in the sport or have retired 
within the last four years before the election date. Further information, including the eligibility 
criteria and the application process, can be found at http://www.uci.ch/inside-uci/organisation/ 
athletes-commission/. 

Applications for the two road representatives may be submitted until September 6. Candidates 
are requested to send their CV to athletes.commissioned.ch. 

The final list of candidates will be published on the UCI website on September 12 before the 
start of the 2017 UCI Road World Championships. 


At the event, the vote will be carried out as follows: 


19 September 14:00-18:00 Upon exit of Festplassen Mixed Zone, next to Transponder tent. 

20 September 10:00-12:00 In Team Parking Area (Lars Gate Hill) near Medical Tent 

20 September 13:00-18:00 Upon exit of Mt Floyen Mix Zone, next to Transponder tent. 

21 September 10:00-13:30 In Team Parking Area (Lars Gate Hill) near Medical Tent 


Any athletes participating in the Elite competitions at Bergen will be eligible to vote. The results 
of the elections will be communicated via www.uci.ch. 

Elections have already been held for cyclo-cross, track cycling and BMX representatives during 
the UCI World Championships for the three disciplines, with para-cycling and mountain bike re¬ 
presentatives to be elected during respectively the 2017 UCI Para-cycling Road World Champion¬ 
ships in Pietermaritzburg (SA) from August 31 to September 3, and the 2017 UCI Mountain Bike 
World Championships taking place in Cairns (AUS) from September 5 to 9. 

The elected members were Katerina Nash (Czech Republic) and Simon Zahner (Switzerland) for 
cyclo-cross, Kristina Vogel (Germany) and Kenny De Ketele (Belgium) for track cycling, and Laura 
Smulders (NED) and Liam Phillips (GBR) for BMX.
